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Amey Describes City Manager Operations In Portsmouth 


Mayor Id Amay, in “parhape tha

^ ment on the charter before the 
election/* Friday deicribed the re­ 
sult# of a personal study he made 
of Portsmouth's city manager gov­ 
ernment. 
The mayor was in Portsmouth 
Thursday to discuss operations of 
that city's manager setup w i t h 
“municipal 
officials, 
business 
men and Just plain cltisens." 
Amey estimated he talked to ap- 
^ proximately 30 persons, comprising 


“a fair cross-section" of the com­ 
munity’s population. 
In listing his findings, the mayor 
emphasized: 
“Some of what I found will un­ 
doubtedly be claimed as ammuni­ 
tion for the charter forces here in 
Circleville. They’ll claim it’s part 
of their own argument. 
• • • 
“HOWEVER, I’m giving out all 
of file main points I found because 
we who are leading the fight 
against the charter ard willing to 
have Circleville voters decide for 


themselves—with both the good and 
bad points side by side. 
“I feel sure that local voters, in 
noting the few good points about 
Portsmouth’s city manager govern­ 
ment, will also give close attention 
to the many more points that serve 
as a warning against the proposal 
soon to be voted upon here. 
“Portsmouth’s experience w i t h 
the plan they want to establish in 
Circleville clearly shows how it 
could turn our local government in 
a hopeless tangle of services and a 
great financial headache—with a 


new local tax perhaps as the only 
remedy for the situation." 
The mayor found that Ports­ 
mouth pays some of its top offi­ 
cials annual salaries as follows: 
City manager, $9,500; “his assis­ 
ta n t”, $2,000; city auditor. $5,400; 
city solicitor. $5,400, and “the city 
solicitor’s assistant”, $2,000. 
Pro-charter forces here have em- 
| phasized, after local reference was 
made to an “assistant” for the city 
manager, that no such official is 
contemplated as a regular munici­ 
pal position. It was pointed out 


I however that under the charter the 
city manager is permitted to hire 
assistants. 
“And I assume that’« just what 
happened in Portsmouth," A m e y 
said. “The city manager decided he 
needed some help in his own posi­ 
tion.” 
• • • 
REFERRING to the salaries list­ 
ed for some of Portsmouth’s offi- 
' cials, Amey said; 
“At first glance the figures would 
seem to favor the charter side. For 
example, Portsmouth — I’ve been 


told—has a population now of about 
42,000. And yet it costa them only 
$9,500 for a city manager. 
“The point that may not be on 
the surface however, is that many 
factors that apply only to Ports­ 
mouth are involved in arriving at 
that salary for the top man. It isn’t 
fair to take it as a measuring scale 
for what it would cost Circleville to 
hire a city manager. 
“Take Washington C.H., for ex­ 
ample. It’s only a little bit larger 
than Circleville, but the city man­ 
ager over there coats nearly as 


much a« Portsmouth pay«. Wash­ 
ington CM. pays its manager 
$8,000, 
“Hence tho figures can't be used 
fairly without knowing aD the fac­ 
tors behind them in the respective 
communties." 
When the city manager plan wax 
first installed in Portsmouth, Amey 
said, “they were assured t h e r e 
would be no need for a municipal 
court setup—that the mayor would 
, be able to take care of those duties. 
“H o w e v e r , Portsmouth soon 
. found it necessary to establish a 


municipal court and now papa 
judge $6,000 a year for that p 
pose.

“WHILE A municipal court 
has usually been regarded as a 
talking point for the pro-charter 
I forces—that is, they've talked of 
linking such a court with the chat* 
ter—there has been virtually no at­ 
tention given to what a municipal 
court would cost Circleville.

NEW YORK, Oct. 31 — UPV-Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower headed for 
Chicago Friday after three hard- 
driving days in New York where he 
said, in a climactic speech, the 
Democrats are trying to destroy 
^ him with a super-smear. 
“They have made wild charges 
spread vile rumors, and played 
fast and loose with the truth," he 
said. “They are determined to de­ 
stroy me; to destroy my life-long 
•friendships, my reputation, my 
■pirit. 
“This has been some campaign! 
It has been shocking." 
Eisenhower hurled these charges 
Thursday night at a rip-roaring 
% GOP rally in Madison Square Gar­ 
den. 
The Democrats turned their fire 
on him, personally, Eisenhower 
said, when they failed to prevent 
the unification he claims has taken 
place in the Republican Party. He 
said he w asn’t greatly perturbed on 
any personal basis. * 
Recalling that the late Nazi prop­ 
agandists, Joseph Goebbels and 
Julius Streicher, and more recent- 
• ly, the Russian “poison pen art­ 
ists" have attacked him, the gen­ 
eral grinned: 
• • • 
“I HAVE been workod over by 
experts." 
He closed by reasserting; 
“I have made no deals fn this 
campaign. 
“No one has a claim on me. 
“No one has a promise from me. 
“No one has captured me. 
m 
“I am my own man." 
This was Eisenhower’a blue chip 
effort in the New York area. 
He quickly hit one of his main 
themes, recalling that some Demo­ 
crats wanted him to be the party 
candidate in 1948. 
That gave him the opportunity 


to say the opposition wanted him 
“to be file man to defend govern­ 
mental corruption, excuse their 
coddling of Communists, and ap­ 
ologize for their vacillating poli­ 
cies." 
He asked: '-‘How could they dare 
think I was their man?" 
Yet, Eisenhower said, he is the 
same man now as he was four 
years ago. He said he has not 
changed, and he is nobody's “cap­ 
tive.” 
This apparently was a reply to 
Stevenson’s claim that the general 
“swallowed" Sen. Robert A. Taft 
of Ohio “hook, line and sinker.” 
Eisenhower said he came home 
to run for President for three rea­ 
sons—“many millions of 
cans wanted 
work for peace 


Stevenson Decides Home-State

ZANESVILLE, Oct. 31 — UFV-An 
uneasy quiet hung over a four- 
county mining area in Southwest­ 
ern Ohio Friday as police stood 
poised to quell further violence at 
non-union operations.

Three men were hospitalized. One 
man was wounded by gunfire at a 
non-union strip mine at Cannelville. 
A truck driver was pulled from the

er man was beaten near Cumber­ 
land. 
Police said the violence stemmed 
from efforts to organize non-union 
workers. Muskingum County Sher­ 
iff Harry J. Bealmear asked the 
state adjutant general’s office to 
investigate.

And, again hitting back at 
Democratic accusations, he said:

Stevenson appeared his usual 
jaunty self as he charged the 
“great crusade" of his Republican 
opponent, Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower, had become “the great 
masquerade." • • • 
HE POUNDED the theme, as he 
had in whistlestopping across Penn­ 
sylvania from Philadelphia to Pitts­ 
burgh, that the general had aban­ 
doned the principles of Abraham 
Lincoln and succumbed to the Re­ 
publican Party “Old Guard."

In previous articles concerning 
the charter,.it has been explained 
members of the Council will be the 
only officials of the city to be chos­ 
en by popular vote. 
The charter provides in Section 
100 that primary elections ehaii 
not be held for the nomination of 
candidates for any office of the 
city. In other words, the char­ 
ter abolishes the primary method 
for the selection of candidate« for 
the office of councilman. 
Instead of having party primary 
elections for the purpose of nomi­ 
nating candidates for city office, 
the charter sets forth in Section 102 
that members of the council shall 
be nominated by non-partisan peti­ 
tion. 
By reason of this change, it will 
no longer become necessary for an 
individual, desiring to run for of­ 
fice, to campaign through a p r i-

This method of nominating can­ 
didates by a petition is not entirely 
new to the electors of the city. At 
the present time, candidates f o r 
election as members of the local 
•chool board are nominated by a 
non-partisan petition. 
In addition, township trustees 
are nominated for the office by 
meant of the petition method. Of 
course, the reason behind th e 
change to the petition method is 
not to cause the destruction erf 
our two-party system of govern­ 
ment, but rather to remove petty 
politics from local government 
and to place the operatimi of our 
municipal government on • busi­ 
nesslike basis. 
This can be accomplished. For

SEOUL, Oct. 31—(/Pi—United Na­ 
tions troops struggled toward the 
crest of Triangle Hill in a cold, 
slashing rain Friday after twice 
losing the vital Korean central 
front position to Chinese “human 
sea" assaults. 
AP Correspondent John Ran­ 
dolph reported from the front 
that Red machinegun fire stalled 
the second Allied counter-thrust 
in mti-afierneoa about 15$ yards 
from the muddy crest. 
“The assault troops were hoping 
to find elements of two units that 
were isolated in the early morning 
attack and had disappeared behind 
the Chinese lines,” Randolph said 
“An American officer at the scene 
said that only the utmost heroism 
of the two isolated units—and by i 
third unit that was cut up—prevent 
ed a breakthrough by the Chi 
nese." 
An entire Allied company was 
trapped on the shell-blistered crest 
early Friday when 2,000 Reds over 
whelmed UN troops in the worst 
setback of the bitter, 18-day see­ 
saw battle.

AN EIGHTH Army spokesman 
said tha company was rescued 
when the Allies regained Triangle’s 
crest in a drizzling rain at 9:15 
a. m. 
Hie drizzle later became a bone- 
chilling downpour. Allied troops 
stayed on the height only 45 min­ 
utes.

If, on the other hand, the figures 
are found truly representative dur­ 
ing Tuesday’s presidential election, 
it will rank among the biggest po­ 
litical surprises ever seen in the 
county. 
Because The Herald does not 
consider the percentages revealed 
in the special poll to be represen­ 
tative. it is just as likely the votes 
on the charter and sewer issues 
may be just as far out of propor­ 
tion.

Amey Describes City Manager Operations In Portsmouth 


M ajor Bd Amey, in “perhaps the 
la it good chance I'll have to com- 
^ m eet on the charter before the 
election,’' Friday described the re- 
aulta of a personal study he made 
of Portsmouth’s city manager gov­ 
ernment. 
The mayor wa* in Portsmouth 
Thursday to discuss operations of 
that city’s manager setup w i t h 
“ municipal 
officials, 
business 
men and just plain citizens.” 
Amey estim ated he talked to ap- 
^ proxim ately 30 persons, com prising 


“ a fair cross-section” of the com ­ 
munity’s population. 
In listing his findings, the mayor 
emphasized: 
“ Some of what I found will u n ­ 
doubtedly be claim ed as am m uni­ 
tion for the charter forces here in 
Circleville. T hey’ll claim it s p art 
of their own argum ent.

“ HOWEVER, I’m giving out all 
of the m ain points I found because 
we 
who are 
leading 
the 
fight 
against the ch arter are willing to 
have Circleville voters decide for 


them selves—with both the good and 
bad points side by side. 
“ I feel sure that local voters, in 
noting the few good points 
about 
Portsm outh’s city m anager govern­ 
m ent, will also give close attention 
to the m any more points that serve 
as a w arning against the proposal 
soon to be voted upon here. 
“ Portsm outh’s experience w i t h 
the plan they w ant to establish in 
Circleville clearly shows how it 
could turn our local governm ent in 
a hopeless tangle of services and a 
great financial headache—with a 


new local tax perhaps as the only 
; rem edy for the situation.” 
The mayor found that 
Ports­ 
mouth pays some of its top offi­ 
cials annual salaries as follows: 
City m anager, $9,500; “ his assis­

solicitor’s assistant” , $2,000. 
Pro-charter forces here have em ­ 
phasized, after local reference was 
made to an “ assistant” for the city 
m anager, that no such official is 
contem plated as a regular munici­ 
pal position.

however that under the charter the 
city m anager is perm itted to hire 
assistants, 
“ And I assum e that'a just what 
happened in Portsm outh,” A m e y 
said. “ The city m anager decided he 
needed some help in his own posi­ 
tion.”

REFERRING to the salaries list­ 
ed for some of Portsm outh’s offi­ 
cials. Amey said: 
“ At first glance the figures would 
seem to favor the charter aide.

$9,500 for a city manager. 
“ The point that may not ba on 
the surface however, is that many 
factors that apply only to Ports­ 
mouth are involved in arriving at 
that salary for the top m an.

City Charter-Step By Step 


In previous articles concerning 
the c h a rte r,.it has been explained 
m em bers of the Council will be the 
only officials of the city to be chos­ 
en by popular vote. 
The charter provides in Section 
IOO that prim ary elections shall 
not be held for the nomination of 
candidates for any office of the 
city. In other words, the char­ 
ter abolishes the primary method 
for the selection of candidates for 
the office of councilman. 
Instead of having party prim ary 
elections for the purpose of nom i­ 
nating candidates for city office, 
the charter sets forth in Section 102 
that m em bers of the council shall 
be nom inated by non partisan peti­ 
tion. 
By reason of this change, it will 
no longer becom e necessary for an 
individual, desiring to run for of­ 
fice, to cam paign through a p r i ­ 
m ary and then a general election. 
It m eans too that the city will 
be saved the cost of conducting a 
prim ary 
election, 
w h i c h 
will 
am ount to approxim ately $600 per 
year. 


CANDIDATES for election 
as 
m em bers of council will circulate a 
petition in order to have t h e i r 
nam es placed on the ballot at the 
general election. The form and con­ 
tents of the petition are described 
in detail in Section 102. 
Among the requirem ents set forth 
is the provision that such petition 
m ust contain the signatures of at 
least 25 electors of the city in o r­ 
der to be considered valid. F urther 


I m ore, no petition shall be received 


J if it bears more than 50 signatures. 
This method of nom inating can­ 
didates by a petition is not entirely 
new to the electori of the city. At 
the present tim e, candidates f o r 
election as m em bers of the local 
lchool board are nom inated by a 
non-partisan petition. 
In addition, township trustees 
I are nominated for the office by 
means of the petition method. Of 
course, the reason behind

change to the petition method it

But Is It One To Be Proud Of?

tim es, between a brawl and the 
presidential campaign just end­ 
ing, some of the reason was tbs 
reason behind most brawls: one 
word led to another. 
The words, genteel at the start, 
finally 
reached 
the 
level 
of 
“you’re 
another.” 
There were 
loo many words. The campaign 
lasted too long. 
In fact, the candidates may 
have lost some votes by taking 
over the time some favorite TV 
programs would have had. 


The campaign might have stay­ 
ed elevated if Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and Gov. Adlai Stev­ 
enson had been allowed to argue 
it out by themselves with every­ 
one else listening in but no one 
horning in. 
But others were in the act from 
the beginning. 
There were exaggerations on 
both sides, some ridiculous, some 
inexcusable, although exaggera­ 
tion in a presidential campaign is 
neither new nor astonishing. 
But there was more than just 
exaggeration In this campaign: 
There was sm ear, there were 


misstatements, there were 
at­ 
tempts at character destruction 
and the most elementary human 
emotions were played upon. 
For instance, fear of war. 
The nation, which has survived 
other 
presidential 
campaigns 
that were intense and disorderly, 
should be able to come out of this 
one intact. 
True, it had fine moments and 
some real eloquence. But the way 
the candidates were treated by 
each—and others — it sometimes 
might have seemed they were 
running for sheriff. 
The day after election much of 
the campaign oratory can be for­ 


gotten aa pare political guff. Bvt 
the campaign showed the growth 
of a malignancy which cannot be 
dismissed or ignored by any con­ 
cerned with the 
national 
well­ 
being. 
In recent years the country has 
been inflicted with a deepening 
cancer: Suspicion of one another. 
.And the campaign nurtured it. 
Already thoughtful people are 
asking a question: How long can 
we continue along this path of 
spreading suspicion of one anoth­ 
er without destroying ourselves? 
It was a memorable campaign. 
But was it one to be proud of?

A Condition That Develops 
With Few Warning Symptoms

CANCER o f the pancreas o f­ 
ten dev elo ps w itho u t g iv ing any 
warning sig n, o r else the sig ns do 
no t cau se any pain o r distress and 
pass u nno ticed. The cancer may 
thu s g ro w u nchecked u ntil it is 
difficu lt o r impo ssible to cu re. 
Fo r this reaso n, any o ne who 
dev elo ps a persistent pain in the 
abdo men witho u t a definite rea­ 
so n, and who has lo st so me 
weig ht, sho u ld see his phy sician 
fo r a checku p. If the phy sician 
finds no o ther disease, ev en after 
an X -ray ex aminatio n, he may 
see a po ssibility o f cancer o f the 
pancreas. 


Supplies Insulin 


The pancreas Is a g land in the 
abdo men which po u rs im po rtant 
dig estiv e ju ices into the intestine, 
and also su pplies insu lin to the 
blo o d. Insu lin is a ho rmo ne the 
bo dy needs to u tilize starches and 
su g ar and prev ent diabetes. 
Cancer o f the pancreas is no t 
to o u nco mmo n and is hard to dis­ 
co v er. Ho wev er, as we learn mo re 
abo u t it, we are finding it easier 
to make a diag no sis and to treat 
tho se su ffering fro m it. 
Recently , in stu dy ing a g ro u p 


o f o v er a hu ndred patients with 
cancer o f the pancreas, it was 
fo u nd th at mo re than, half g av e 
sy mpto ms th a t co u ld be detected 
and identified early . This Is im ­ 
po rtant, becau se cancer o f the 
pancreas has to be disco v ered 
early if su rg ery is to o ffer any 
ho pe o f cu re. 
Early Sy mpto m 
One sy mpto m o f this ty pe o f 
cancer is a v ery bu lky stool o r 
bo wel mo v ement, which results 
when the pancreatic juices are 
to o scanty . Usu ally the sto o ls are 
co v ered with fat resembling bu t­ 
ter and cream. This is especially 
seen after the perso n has eaten 
larg e amo u nts o f fatty fo o d. 
Unu su al, persistent pain and 
u nu su al sto o ls are thu s the cu es 
fo r a "safety ” v isit to the do cto r. 
To o o ften, peo ple wait u ntil the 
disease is to o far adv anced and 
no thing can be do ne.

This is 
Weintraub’s testimony on the subject:

. . .for a job of this kind or for employ­ 
ment by the United Nations? 
“ Mr. Weintraub. I don’t recollect anyone 
having suggested that to me. 
“ Mr. Sourwine. You just chose his name 
yourself?

A Condition That Develops 
With Few Warning Symptoms

CANCER of the pancreas of­ 
ten develops without giving any 
warning sign, or else the signs do 
not cause any pain or distress and 
pass unnoticed. The cancer may 
thus grow unchecked until It Is 
difficult or impossible to cure. 
For this reason, anyone who 
develops a persistent pain in the 
abdomen without a definite rea­ 
son, and who has lost some 
weight, should see his physician 
for a checkup. If the physician 
finds no other disease, even after 
an X-ray examination, he may 
see a possibility of cancer of the 
pancreas. 


Supplies Insulin 


The pancreas Is a gland In the 
abdomen which pours im portant 
digestive juices Into the intestine, 
and also supplies insulin to the 
blood. Insulin Is a hormone the 
body needs to utilize starches and, 
sugar and prevent diabetes. 
Cancer of the pancreas Is not 
too uncommon and is hard to dis­ 
cover. However, as we learn more 
about It, we are finding It easier 
to make a diagnosis and to treat 
those suffering from it. 
Recently. In studying s group 


I of over a hundred patients with 
I cancer of the pancreas, it was 
found that more th an half gave 
symptoms th a t could be detected 
and Identified early. This Is im­ 
portant, because cancer of the 
pancreas has to be discovered 
early if surgery Is to offer any 
1 hope of cure. 


Early Symptom 
One symptom of this type of 
cancer is a very bulky stool or 
bowel movement, which results 
when the pancreatic Juices are 
too scanty. Usually the stools are 
covered with fat resembling but­ 
ter and cream. This is especially 
seen after the person has eaten 
large amounts of fatty food. 
Unusual, persistent pain and 
unusual stools are thus the cues 
for a ‘‘safety" visit to the doctor. 
Too often, people wait until the 
disease is too far advanced and 
nothing can be done.

U. S. UNITS - Referring to 
troops actively engaged, Lovett 
declared that the Koreans have 
nine divisions on the front, as 
against four American units.

That question 
had been under discussion in the 
United Nations for years—meaning, 
by that, the General Assembly and 
the Economic and Social Council 
and various com m ittees and com ­ 
missions—and along with others 1 
felt that that kind of activity is 
peculiarly suited for an internation­ 
al organization so as to put under 
developed countries in a position of 
receiving economic 
assistance 
of 
that character from an organiza­ 
tion of their own rather than re­ 
ceiving it on a bilateral basis from 
individual governments. 
“I agree with that position, and 1 
am sure I must have said so to 
many people at various tim es.” 
In the present line of investiga 
tlon, the McCarran Committee is 
seeking apparently to discover why 
so large a cell of American Com­ 
munists exists in the United Na­ 
tions. The gist of David Wein 
traub’s testimony has been a flat 
denial that he is the person respon­ 
sible. In fact, he has denied on in­ 
terrogation that he recommended 
specified persons for employment. 
Thus far, no testimony had been 
adduced to the contrary. Neverthe 
less, it is important to note David 
Weintraub’s story because many of 
those questioned by the Committee 
are in his department of the United 
Nations.

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Jesus’ Power and Human Needs 


HE WORKED MIRACLE8 O r CLEANSING AND HEAUNG 


Scripture—M atthew 8. 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
OUR LAST three lessons have 
been about Jesus* teachings in 
His Sermon on the Mount. In this 
lesson He had descended from the 
mount and begun His work of 
healing those who were ill of va- 
rious diseases or possessed of evil 
spirits. 
We today talk of “modern mir- 
acles,” and there are many of 
them—telephone, telegraph, radio, 
television, the motion picture and 
automobile—which would not only 
have surprised, but terrified, peo­ 
ple of Jesus’ day if they could 
have seen or heard them. 
There are so many more mar­ 
velous Inventions that could be 
named, in fact, it rather frightens 
us to realise how far wc have 
come from those seemingly primi­ 
tive times. 
Can we control what we call 
¡our “conveniences” ? or will they 
destroy us? Thousands of people 
have been killed by automobiles; 
millions by other modern inven­ 
tions which might have blest us 
but have been used to destroy 
human life. 
The Sermon on the Mount was 
¿ended and Jesus came down, fol- 


left her, and she arose, and min­ 
istered unto them — Jesus and 
those that were with Him. 
That e v e n i n g Christ healed 
many persons and drove devils 
out of others. 
“That it might be fulfilled which 
wasapoken. by Isaiah the prophet, 
saying, Himself took our infirm- 
^ities, and bare our sicknesses.” 
A scribe came to Jesus saying, 
“Master, I will follow Thee, whith- 
ersoever Thou goes.” Jesus said 
to him, “The foxes havo holes, 
and the birds of the air have 
nests; but the Son of Man hath 
not where to lay His head.”

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Jesus’ Power and Human Needs 


HE WORKED MIRACLES OF CLEANSING AND HEALING 


Scripturc—Matthew 8. 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
OUR LAST three lessons have 
been about Jesus* teachings in 
His Sermon on the Mount. In this 
lesson He had descended from the 
mount and begun His work of 
healing those who were ill of va­ 
rious diseases or possessed of evil 
spirits. 
We today talk of “modern mir­ 
acles,’’ and there arc many of 
them—telephone, telegraph, radio, 
television, the motion picture and 
automobile—which would not only 
have surprised, but terrified, peo­ 
ple of Jesus’ day if they could 
have seen or heard them. 
There are so many more mar­ 
velous Inventions that could be 
named, in fact, it rather frightens 
us to realise how far we have 
come from those seemingly primi­ 
tive times. 
Can we control what we call 
our “conveniences” ? or will they 
^destroy us? Thousands of people 
have been killed by automobiles; 
millions by other modern lnven- 
Hens which might have blest us 
but have been used to destroy 
human life. 
The Sermon on the Mount was 
.ended and Jesus came down, fob 


left her, and she arose, and min­ 
istered unto them — Jesus and 
those that were with Him. 
That e v e n i n g Christ healed 
many persons and drove devils 
out of others. 
“That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Isaiah the prophet, 
saying. Himself took our Infirm­ 
ities, and bare our sicknesses.” 
A scribe came to Jesus saying, 
“Master, I will follow Thee, whith­ 
ersoever Thou goes.” Jesus said 
to him, ‘The foxes hive holes, 
and the birds of the air have 
nests; but the Son of Man hath 
not where to lay His head.” 
Another disciple asked that he 
be allowed to go and bury his fa­ 
ther, but Jesus forbade him, with 
the words “let the dead bury their 
dead.” Lest this seem a hard con­ 
dition, our commentator writes 
that the man was not going to 
bury his father then, but that he 
wanted to stay at home until his 
father died, as he was old, and 
then he would follow Jesus. 
Entering a ship to cross the 
Sea of Galilee, and being exhaust­ 
ed. we must suppose. Jesus slept. 
A storm arose, and the boat was 
so tossed about that the disciples

towed by many of those who had 
been listening to Him. “And, be­ 
hold, there came a leper and wor­ 
shipped Him, rvaylng. Lord, if 
Thou wilt, Thou canst make me 
A lean. ” 
No one was allowed to touch a 
leper for fear of contagion, but 
our Lord put out His hand and 
touched the man, saying, “I will; 
be thou clean. And immediately 
his leprosy was cleansed.’’ 
When Jesus wa* entering Ca­ 
pernaum, a centurion (a Roman 
captain of IOO men), beseeched 
Him, saying that his servant was 
lying at home sick with the palsy 
and “grievously tormented.’’ Jesus 
said He would go and heal him, 
but the Roman said he was not 
worthy that Christ should enter 
his house, "but speak the word 
only.” said the centurion, ’’and my 
servant shall be healed ” 
Jesus marvelled at such faith, 
saying to them that followed, 
“Verily, I say unto you, I have 
not found so great faith, no, not 
in Israel. 
"And I say unto you, That 
many shall come from the east 
and west, and shall sit down with 
Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, 
in the kingdom of heaven.” 
This is the first intimation we 
have that Jesus knew that His 
gospel was for the whole world, 
not Just for the Jewish people. 
To the centurtou He said, “Go 
thy way; and as thou has be­ 
lieved, so be it done unto thee.” 
The servant w as healed that hour. 
When Jesus went to Peters 
house, he found Peter's mother- 
in-law ill of a fever. He but 
touched her hand, and the fever

f e a r e d that they would be 
swamped 
and 
drowned. 
They 
woke Jesus, and He rebuked them, 
saying, “ Why are ye fearful, O ye 
of little faith?” Then He aroae, 
rebuked the winds and the tea; 
and “there was a great calm.” 
After all the miracles they had 
seen Him perform, Hi* compan­ 
ions were amazed at this, saying, 
“What manner of man is thia, 
that even the winds and the sea 
obey Him ?” 
Landing they came to a rocky 
country with many caves, and 
out of the caves or tombs, came 
two men possessed of devils “ex­ 
ceeding fierce, so that no man 
might pass that way.”” The de­ 
mons called out to Jesus, “What 
have we to do with Thee. Jesus, 
Thou Son of God ? art Thou come 
hither to torment us before the 
tim e?” 
They begged that they might 
be driven into a herd of swine 
w’ho were feeding nearby. Jesus 
said to them, “Go,” and the swine, 
possessed by the spirits, ran down 
a steep bank and into the tea, 
where they were drowned. 
The men who kept the swine 
fled, and told everyone about the 
matter. 
"And, behold, the whole city 
came out to meet Jesus: tnd when 
they saw Him, they besought Him 
that He would depart out of their 
coasts.” 
They were afraid of such pow­ 
er, instead of being grateful that 
the demons were driven out. Bo 
ends our lesson on the miracles of 
Jesus, performed early in His 
ministry on esrth.
